NATIONAL CITY—One of the boys 
came to find his brother, another was 
waiting for a “coyote” who had promised to 
take him to Los Angeles, and another two 
had traveled 2,000 miles to get to the 
United States. 

All of them were undocumented 
juveniles apprehended only a few days 
after crossing the U.S.-Mexico border 
illegally into San Diego and are now 
awaiting deportation. 


HOWEVER, under a new program being | 
tested by Catholic Community Services - 


and the U.S. marshall’s office the 
undocumented youths are not being 
detained in a jail cell at the Metropolitan 
Correctional Center (MCC) in downtown 
San Diego but are being housed by 
parishioners of St. Jude Shrine, San Diego. 


Daniel and Guadalupe Ostel, whose six 


“sons have married and thus gone from 


their National City home, are.the first 


_ couple to open their home to these four 


17-year-olds who would otherwise be 


= Jocked up. 


“The boys have been very good and well- 
behaved,” said Mrs. Ostel. “At first | asked 
for girls. | never had girls but | am very 
happy with the boys.” 


OF THE FIRST three youths who arrived 
only Reynaldo Magafa of Michoacan 
remains. The other youths were deported 
two weeks ago. 

“The others didn’t want to go. They 
wanted to stay but they have to go back | 
told them,” she said. “I’d like to keep them 
all.” 


Now the couple has received three more 


youths who may gee! as long as three 


weeks. 


THE PILOT PROGRAM has a $255,199 


budget for 18 months by contract between 
Catholic Community Services and the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Administration 
through the Office of Juvenile Justice and 


Delinquency Prevention. 


- Sixteen families have volunteered to 
house youths and will be paid $10 per day 
for each child aged 11 through 14 and $15 
per day for each youth aged 15 to 18. 


“We have been working since July to 
recruit. homes for the program and 
obtaining state licenses,” said Cynthia 
Carla Leyva, foster care director at 
Catholic Community Services. 


“THE PURPOSE is to place children in 
homes where they share language and 
cultural background. These youths are not 
criminals. They’re coming. in hoping to 
find work, get caught and end up in jail.” 


The foster homes are temporary 
placement for undocumented juveniles 
while they are being detained by the U.S. 
marshall’s office as material witnesses in 
federal court cases or awaiting 
deportation. 


“The marshall screens juveniles to 
eliminate behavior problems,” added 
Leyva. “Our goal is to have 60 families 
participating in the program within 18 
months.” 

Magafia, Humberto Garrero of 
Guadalajara, Gerardo Ramirez of 
Jalostotitlan and Candelario Morales of 
Morelia are some of the first youths taken 
out of MCC and placed in foster homes. 


“) WAS THERE two days. | would eat and 
sleep. There was nothing to do, no books to 
look at. | was surprised when | was told 
about this home. | didn’t know what to 
expect,” said Magafia. 

He was in San Diego only a few days 
when he. was seized by immigration 
officers. “I knew they would take me to jail 
but | thought | would only be there a day 


and sent back to Tijuana,” he said. 


Ramirez was waiting at a house for a 
“coyote” (smuggler) who would take him 
to Los Angeles but was arrested instead. 
Like the others, he had plans to stay onlya 
few months to work and then return to his 
home in the interior of Mexico. 


Morales’ also was curious about the 
people who had opened their home to him 
without having met him. —

Hispanic bishop for Fresno, Sacramento Ordinary named 


WASHINGTON (NC)—San Francisco 
Auxiliary Bishop Francis A. Quinn, 58, has 
been: appointed bishop of Sacramento, 
and Father Jose de Jesus Madera, 52, a 
religious order priest, has been appointed 
coadjutor with the right of succession to 
Bishop Hugh’A. Donohoe of Fresno. 


The appointment of Father Madera, a 
priest of the Missionaries of the Holy 
Spirit, makes him the 10th Hispanic 
bishop in the United States, where three 
head Sees — Santa Fe, N.M., San Antonio, 
and Pensacola-Tallahassee, Fla. 


THE APPOINTMENTS by Pope John 
Paul Il were announced by Archbishop 
Jean Jadot, apostolic: delegate in the 
United States Dec. 18. 


Bishop Quinn has been auxiliary bishop 
of San Francisco since 1978. He was born 
in Los Angeles Sept. 11, 1921, and 


studied at St. Joseph's College in : 


Mountain View and St. Patrick's Seminary 
in Menlo Park. He was ordained in San 
Francisco in 1946. 


Bishop Quinn served as_ assistant 


pastor, teacher, and chaplain in the San 
Francisco archdiocese. He served as 
archdiocesan assistant superintendent of 
schools, as editor of “The Monitor,” the 
archdiocesan newspaper, and as pastor of 
St. Gabriel’s parish, San Francisco. 


FATHER MADERA was born in San 
Francisco June 15, 1927, but attended 
school in Mexico. His parents now live in 
Guadalajara, Mexico. He was ordained a 
priest of the Missionaries of the Holy Spirit 
in Mexico City in 1957, after studying in 
Coyoacan, Mexico. 


After two years of teaching at the order's 
minor seminary in Tlalpan and three years 
of parish ministry in Mexico City, Bishop- 
designate Madera returned to the United 
States.

archdiocesan seminary and was assistant . 


and later pastor of Our Lady of Guadalupe 
in Oxnard, Calif. for 15 years. 


He has been pastor of St. Lucy in Fowler, 
Calif., and administrator of St. Katherine in 
Del Ray, diocese of Fresno, for three and a 
half years. 


Vatican says Father Kung no longer Catholic theologian 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Swiss theologian 
Father Hans Kung “can no longer be 
considered a Catholic theologian and, as 
such, cannot exercise the function of 
teaching,” the Vatican announced Dec. 
18. ; : 


” Father Kung’s rejection of infallibility — 
the inability of the church or the pope to be 
in error-in fundamental matters of faith 
and morality—was at the heart of the 
condemnation made by the Vatican's 
doctrinal congregation and personally 
approved by Pope John Paul II. 


THE DECISION, which does not affect 


Father Kung’s standing as a Catholic ora » 


priest, has church-state implications in 
West Germany where he is on the Catholic 
faculty of the state-run University of 
Tubingen. 

Sources in Rome speculated that a 
refusal by German authorities to dismiss 
him or a lawsuit by Father Kung to retain 


* his state-paid post could conceivably start 


a major church-state fight over provisions 
of the West German concordat with the 
Holy See. 
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Of more immediate interest to the 
church at large was the implication that 
the condemnation would have for 
theological study and teaching. 


VATICAN PRESS spokesman Father 
Romeo Panciroli emphasized that the 
Kung decision was unrelated to a recent 
condemnation of views on Christ by 
French Dominican Father Jacques Pohier 
or to just-completed hearings in Rome 
over the orthodoxy of Dutch Dominican 
Father Edward Schillebeeckx. 


But Father Panciroli’s comment did not: 


assuage fears of one prominent 
theologian, who declined to be identified, 
that the declaration could "cause 
problems for future theological research.”

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Be a child at Christmastime 


People often remark that Christmas - 
would be “nothing” without the children. 
“Now that our children are grown and gone 
from us, we don’t celebrate like we used to. 
There doésn't seem to be any point,” one 
elderly couple was overheard to say after 
an Advent liturgy. 


It is true that the wide-eyed excitement 
and anticipation of children is very much 
part of our enjoyment at this time of year, 
but if we make them the reason for our 
celebration, aren’t we missing the 
meaning of Christmas? And yet, those who 
see it as a time for children may be nearer 
the mark than we think. 


IF ANY EVENT in salvation history calls 
for a childlike approach and an eager, 
unquestioning heart, this does. The birth 
of the Christ child in a stable has simple 
things to say to simple hearts; things that 

. may not be so well understood by the 
sophisticated and the scholarly. 

Christmas is for children of all ages, for 
those who are moved to compassion by 
helplessness and to kindness by 


Q: Can you explain who the Magi were? 


A: We often assume that the Gospel of 
St. Luke gives the most detailed story of 
the Christmas event, but somewhere 
along the line the Magi got left out! Only 
the compilers of Matthew mention them, 
and just in passing. 


The best opinion is that the Magi were 
Zoroastrian priest-astrologers from Arabia 
or Persia. David Stanley comments that 
“the religious message Matthew sees in 
the story concerns God's plan for the 
pagans’ salvation: Magi through their 
natural science discover by faith what 
Herod and the religious leaders of 
Judaism miss, despite their possession of 
‘the Scriptures.’” 


We don’t know the arrival date of the 
Magi. The verse simply states: “Now when 
Jesus was born in Bethlehem of Judea, in 
the days of King Herod, behold, Magi 
came from the East to Jerusalem...” This 


December 23, Fourth Sunday of Advent. 
(Micah 5:1-4; Hebrews 10:5-10; Luke 
1:39-45.) ~ 

John meets Jesus. The Old Testament 
encounters the New. On that note the 
Advent season draws to a close. Through 
these two infants, still in their mothers’ 
wombs, we are provided with a foretaste of 
the coming Christmas season. 


Itis important that we appreciate the full 
significance of what Luke is recording for 
us here. It is not unlikely that the 
evangelist was in possession of some 
family memoirs concerning the child 
Jesus. He has used them as the basis fora 
magnificent theological tableau that both 
penetrates the mystery of Jesus’ person 
and anticipates the mission He would be 
carrying out some years later.

The birth of the child who would grow to 
be the man whose words and person still 
change the hearts of men and women 
thousands of years after his death, was a 
lowly occasion. None of the great figures of 
contemporary religion or philosophy were 
there. No great leaders. Only shepherds. 


POOR, UNLETTERED, unexpectant men 


they were, but men who were used to take 


notice of what was happening around 
them. In their lonely night vigils they 
remained alert and watchful for the 
danger that might lurk in the dark. Not 
danger for them, but for the creatures. in 
their care. 


They were used to looking to the 
heavens for signs and to reverence what 
they did not understand. When the angel 
called them, they did not take time out to 
debate his words, nor call a theological 
council—as the high priests and scribes 
might have done. 


could have been anytime from Jesus’ birth 
to perhaps a year later. 


In this regard.we have to understand . 


that the Gospels reflect salvation history 
(the revealing of God’s plan in human 
events) rather than history in our sense of 
minute factual reporting. 


Actually we are sometimes careless 
in our own way of recalling events. Thus a 
traveller may say that, “Last year | went to 
Ireland and Italy,” which is, true, but 
without explaining that one trip was in 
January, the other i in July! 


We need not be surprised, then, to 
realize that the events in the “Infancy 
Narratives” of Matthew and Luke are 
condensed into what seems to be a 
continuous flow when actually there were 
time-gaps in the sequence. - 


For example, as Francis Filas observes, 
“the ninety-mile journey from Nazareth in 
the north to Bethlehem in the south could 


IN DOING THIS, Luke has made use ofa 
number of Old Testament themes, a 
couple of which we shall see in our reading 
for this Sunday. In that way he shows both 
the close connection between the two 
Testaments and the profound way in 
which Jesus Christ gives the fullest of 
meaning to all that has gone before. 


John the Baptist plays an important role 
in Luke's theology. He represents the 
culmination, the final and climactic 
representative of the Old Testament 
message. Thus he serves as the one who 
closes one period of history and opens the 
door to another. 


It is most interesting that Luke never 
records, after ourscene, a meeting of John 
and Jesus. He is, of course, aware that 
John was still alive during Jesus’ ministry. 


They stumbled, afraid and apprehen- 
sive, into the presence of their God and 
were astonished at what they found. 
There, in that stable, was no threatening 
God of wrath and punishment, flashing 
fire and pestilence and judgment. There, 
before them, lay innocence— defense- 


“less, vulnerable—powerful only in his 


ability to melt ae empty them and fill 
them with lov 

AND IT HAS been like that ever since. 
There are no arguments, no oratories, no 
exhortations, no words that have ever 
been spoken that can prepare us for what 
God is. When we go before him, 
obediently, openly, taking along our fears 
and misunderstandings, love is all that we 
will find. Overwhelming, soul-changing, 
mind-blowing love. 


Before that love all the defenses and 
excuses, self-importance and self- 
justifications become ludicrous. There is 
no place for them, they are excess 
baggage, standing in our way to him. We

For example, he tells of John’s sending of 
two of his disciples to Jesus to ask about 
His mission (7:18-23). But they do not 
appear together. Jesus’ time is His own, 
uniquely and exclusively. He and He alone 
is giving a new meaning to history. 

EVEN AT JESUS’ baptism, which, of 
course, Luke knew was performed by 
John, he is very careful not to mention him 
by name. He simply says that Jesus was 
baptized (cf. 3:21-22). In fact, in the verse 
just preceding the mention of Jesus’ 
baptism Luke notes that Herod “shut up 
John in prison.” John must not be seen as 
intruding on Jesus’ time. 


The reason for all this literary 
maneuvering on the part of Luke is, we 
realize, the arch significance of Jesus.

Christ the King has rich heritage of evangelization 


In the diocese of San Diego we hear 
a great deal of conversation 
concerning evangelization. There 
have been meetings and discussion 
groups on various occasions dealing 
with the subject of evangelization. 

It is a note of interest that in the 
southeastern section of the city of San 
Diego evangelization is not new. One 
can go back to the history of the early 
black Catholics in San Diego and find 
that evangelization was already taking 
place. 


IN THE YEAR 1932, an organization 
was established by the Black 
Catholics of San Diego with the 
purpose of converting more Negroes 
to the Catholic faith. 


This organization was known as the 
“Little Flowers Club,” named in honor 
of St. Therese the Little Flower. It was 
located at 32nd and “L” Streets, and 
later became Christ the King Church. 

The late Sister of Mercy Mary 
Gabriel Gardner of Mercy Hospital 
was more than valuable as the 
motivator of the Little Flower Club. 
Sister Mary Gabriel was known for her 
zeal and interest in the “colored 
people.” 


Flower Club, its members were Learle 
(Jim) and Dorothy Applin, Timothy 
Williams, Percilla White, Kathleen 
Picou Luke, the late Oliver and Lily 
Picou, George Gibbs, Anna Abdelcote, 
Mary Jones, Ellen Strickland, Mrs. 
Timothy Williams and Florence Jones. 
The Little Flower Club flourished 
through the years. “Colored converts” 
were brought into the church. The late 
memorable Lily Picou, known for her 
strong catholicity and zeal, did so very 


‘ much in the instruction of our black 


children preparing them for the 
sacraments of Baptism, Confirmation 
and the Holy Eucharist. 


Not only did Mrs. Picou work with 
the youth of the area but she also had 


“an interest in adults. Many people 


embraced the faith on account of 
observing how she practiced ner faith. 


OTHERS WHO DID much for the 
winning of souls for Christ by their 
good examples were Priscilla White 
and the late Ellen Strickland. 


‘All of the charter members of the 
Little Flower Club brought many souls 
to the church by their good examples 
attending Holy Mass, frequenting the 
sacraments, helping their brothers 


clothing and sometimes shelter when 
needed. 


The church of Christ the King was 
established December 25, 1938 at 
Midnight Mass in two store fronts on 
Imperial. Avenue, between Hensley 
and Evans streets. The Rev. Daniel B. 
Leavy was its first pastor. 


IN MAY 1941, Benedictine Father 
Charles Forsythe as pastor saw fit to 
move the church to a more suitable 
location at 32nd and “L” streets, the 
hall for the Little Flower Club. 


With the help of its members, 
Father Charles remodeled the hall 
and converted it into a small church. 
It was dedicated by the late Bishop 


Charles F. Buddy, the first bishop of 
the San Diego diocese. 


_ Under the.capable leadership of the 
Jesuit Father Leo Madigan, the 
present church of Christ the King was 
built in 1948. It was on this site that 
the late Sister Mary Gabriel Gardner 


~ placed a medal in the ground 


predicting that one day here would 
stand a church for the “colored 
- people” of San Diego. 


CHRIST THE KING Church has 


various religious orders, to date by the 
Jesuit Fathers, Father James Rude as 
pastor ard his associates Father 
Michael Kennedy and Larry Whitlow.

In the Holy Land 


The Equestrian Order of the Holy

" living Christian Church in the Holy Land 
where the number of Christians has 
decreased by 50 percent, according tothe 
Lieutenant of the Western Lieutenancy, 
Dr. William J. Doyle of La Jolla. 


THE IDEAS and spirit of the Crusades 
are being upheld even today, although the 
oldest knighthood order in continuous 
existence gradually became a charitable 
organization. 


“The constitution of the Order was 
revised in 1977 to make it relevant to the 
times in which we live,” said Dr. Doyle.
